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THE SWING BACK TO THE FARM 
America’s farm population is growing. In spite 
of an agricultural depression th a t is both ex­ 
tensive and severe, the num ber of people who 
live on farm s has increased by hundreds of tho u­ 
sands. Today, the D epartm ent of Agriculture be­ 
lieves, the to tal is no t far below the record of 
32,000,000 set away back in the palmy days of 
1910. 
' 
This, of course, is due chiefly to the depression 
— the industrial depression, not the agricultural 
one. Young men and women who left their farm 
homes in the boom years of the ’20s and went 
looking for jobs in the cities have been glad 
enough to get back home lately; men who had 
been city workers for years have taken over idle 
farm land in preference to staying in town and 
living on charity. 
For the m an on the farm has one huge ad­ 
vantage over the m an in the city, when times 
are bad — he is right at the source of the food 
supply. As long as he has a few potatoes, a few 
vegetables, a few chickens, a few pigs and a cow 
or twro he can keep on eating, even if his pocket- 
book is flat. 
One wonders, though, how long this swing 
back to the farm will last. For the farm er has 
to pay taxes; he has to keep his land and equip­ 
m ent in shape; he has to buy stock, feed, fertil­ 
izer, seed and the like; he has, all too often, to 
carry a mortgage; and to do all of these things 
he has to have a cash income. Living at the 
source of the food supply doesn’t help you much 
if a deputy sheriff comes along some day and 
puts you off because you can’t pay w hat you owe. 
Several years ago a New York business m an 
found a way to make farm life pay. He bought a 
small farm and raised produce for his own co n­ 
sumption instead of for the m arket. He bought 
small mills for grinding grain, pressure cookers 
for canning vegetables, and so on; and presently 
he found th at he was producing practically ev­ 
erything th at his family ate, from green vege­ 
tables to wheat flour and corn meal; the in­ 
come from his city job carried his farm ’s ex­ 
pense, and he was about twice as well to do as 
he ever had been before. 
Will we, some day, come to some such system 
as th at for large num bers of the population? 
Theoretically, the plan 
ls perfectly feasible. In 
a time like this it m ight be worth thinking about. 


DISARMAMENT AND BIGGER NAVIES! 
One of the perverse signs of the tim es is the . 
fact th a t the 1 93 2 edition of “Jane’s Fighting! 
Ships,” just published in London, co ntains more 
pages and more photo graphs th an any edition j 
printed in m any years. 
“Jane’s Fighting Ships” is a compendium of 
the world’s navies. It co ntains a picture and a 
complete description of just about every warship 
in existence, documented with painstaking care. 
And at the close of a year in which naval dis­ 
arm am ent has been discussed in every world 
capital w ithout ceasing, this book finds th a t 
there are more warships to write about th an 
ever. 
This, perhaps, convinces 
a lot of diplom ats of 
giving mere lip-service to a cause in which they 
do not really believe. But it serves also to illus­ 
trate the painful fix in which the world as a 
whole finds itself these days. 
The world w ants peace very badly; it is still 
groggy from the effects of the last war, and it 
most devoutly hopes th a t some way can be found 
of settling internatio nal disputes w ithout fight­ 
ing. 
But because the realities of world politics look 
more ominous than they have in years, and be­ 
cause no one is quite ready to believe th a t there 
exists in the world enough intelligence and good 
will to get around all of the sharp corners peace­ 
ably, nobody dares to go ahead and disarm . The 
world goes on building warships, and the editors 
of “Jane’s Fighting Chips” bring out the fattest 
edition in many years. 
Those of us who listen uneasily to all of the 
rumors of wars can only be comforted by the 
fact th a t these expert edito rs give high praise 
to the new American 10.000-ton “treaty” cruisers. 
Earlier editions had criticized these ships; they 
were too lightly armored, they rolled excessively, 
they vibrated too much, they made poor gun 
platforms. Now, however, it is reported th at a l­ 
teratio ns have removed the objections and th a t 
the ships are extremely capable.
